Retailers were so badly 
beaten on their future purchases last year that they have refused 
to place orders this year, and unless they buy, wholesalers cannot. 
The market has, therefore, remained dull and unitteresting, with 
actual transactions limited to the daily routine :equirements of 
‘business. 

Peas.—Recently more interest has been shown in Baltimore 
peas, especially since representatives of Baltimore packers came 
here and opened their campaign. At first sales were slow, amount- 
ing to only a fraction of what they usually are, but recently there 
has been some picking up and sales have increased. It is said, 
however, that business has been dull ever since the season opened 
as compared with previous years. The same general dullness 
in futures extends to peas and those who have hertofore been lib- 
eral buyers have taken scarcely any. Unseasonabie weather has 
created unfavorable conditions in New York State and the West 
which will, it is believed, in turn create a stronger demand for 
Southern products. But until something definite is known about 
this situation it would be rash to base any conclusions upon it. 
But the fact remain, however, that sales have been rather below 
expectations. Spot business is extremely light, with buyers too 
indifferent to place orders beyond their daily requirements. It is 
probable that there will be a reduction in the prices of some 
spot goods shortly to clear them out before the new crop is ready 
for distribution. 

Tomatoes.—There is no change in the situation. Not a sale 
of importance either spot or future goods has been reported this 
week, On the contrary, everybody has been idle and holders 
have ceased to offer at reduced figures to attract business. Spot 
goods are quoted at 6214¢ f. 0. b. factory, and no buyer has been 
able to shake the determination of packers to hold them there. 
Futures are quoted at 65¢ f. 0. b., and packers are quite as deter- 
mined about prices as they are on spot goods. Buyers will take 


~~ limited quantities at these prices, and wots is dragging 
seriously. 

Asparagus.— The output in California will not be as large as 
was oriniganlly reported. The rust has stricken whole fields and 
ruined them so that nothing can be harvested from them. More- 
over, dry weather in some localities has retarded growth, which 
has also reduced the output, while prices have advanced accord- 
ingly on raw material. Some authorities say that deliveries will 
have to be scaled at least 50 per cent. 

Cherries.—The extraordinary interest in spot cherries which 
was mentioned last week as the result of the 1905 crop in Cali- 
fornia, has not been renewed this week, partly because there was 
an increase in prices following the demand and partly because 
short interests apparently covered their requirements. It is under- 
stood, however, that the bulk of the spot supplies are practically 
cleaned up and that any sales in the future must be from second 
hands. 

Pears.—California pears are not as active as they were last 
week, largely because the supplies in hand are virtually cleaned 
up and second hands are indisposed to offer any considerable 
quantities at favorable rates. The extent of the shortage in Cali- 
fornia is not yet known, but it is understood to be serious and will 
undoubtedly lead to high prices this fall. New York State stock 
is unchanged, but is a shade firmer under increased inquiry. 

Peaches.—Opening prices of new crop Coast fruits have not 
vet been named, but there is a statement in circulation that they 
will be made not later than June 15th. The supply of California 
peaches held here is small and prices are consequently held with 
firmness at a high range. Sales are made in a small way only, 
at a high range in most instances. Conditions are favorable for 
a fair output on the Coast, but it is too early to predict with any 
certainty what will be the result of the Southern pack this season. 

Salmon.—Quiet, steady demand for leading brands of favorite 
varieties is reported, but there is no feature in the trade and sales 
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are only in small lots. Most buyers are careful not to overstock, 
since the situation is too uncertain to warrant liberal buying unless 
a favorable outlet is observable. At present this is impossible, 
hence the conservatism of purchasers. Fishing on the Columbia 
River is attended with difficulties, and to date the pack is lower 
than it was last year at the same time. Meanwhile holders of old 
stock are conservative in allowing it to go, and will not, under 
most circumstances, part with supplies without adequate com- 
pensation, 

Sardines.—There have been numerous rumors regarding the 
sardine market of late which seem to be based upon more or less 
solid foundation, depending upon the source from which they 
come. For example, last week it was stated with more or less 
weilth of detail that the outside interests had got together and 
had raised prices and guaranteed that they would not fall below 
a certain figure. Next came rumors that the so-called agreement 
had been abrogated and that another was in process of formation. 
And so on. It was impossible and it is still impossible to give 
an exact statement regarding the sardine market. The most that 
is known is that there are sardines for sale at almost any old price, 
while there are also sardines for sale which caanot be bought 
below a stated figure. It was said that quarter oils have been cut 
to $2.20 f. o .b. Eastport, but it is reported that his assertion is 
unconfirmed. If it is true it is a confirmation of the report that 
the agreement has been broken, since that was the figure that was 
guaranteed. It is sure that the sardine market is in about the 
worst condition of any of them at present. HUDSON. 


A RAPIDLY GROWING FIRM. 


Huge Plant; New Machinery, New Can Company. 

The Utica Industrial Company was incorporated under the laws of 
New York State in 1902, the immediate purpose being to establish a 
machine shop to develop a line of automatic can-making machinery 
invented by Mr. C. W. Graham. Mr. Graham had for some years been 


connected with the Union Can Company of Hoopeston, IIl., having charge 
of the manufacturing of the can-making machinery which they made 
and operated. 

A very complete machine equipment was installed at Rome, N. Y., 
and the work of developing the can-making machinery has now been 
progressing for three years, resulting in some of the finest automatic can 
machines that have ever been produced. 

_ The company outgrew the building which it equipped, and has for 
some time been contemplating new ,quarters. ‘The entire equipment of 
the First New York Beet Sugar Company, having been sold and removed 
from the plant established by that company at Rome, the trustees of the 
stockholders offered the real estate for sale, and the Industrial Company 
purchased it, There are seven acres of land, with a frontage of 1,000 
feet on the Erie Canal, and with sidings from the New York Central 
tracks running to the several buildings. The buildings are principally 
of brick, with slate roofs, and of very substantial construction. The 
total floor space cover about 55,000 square feet. The Industrial Company 
will at once make alterations and improvements, and about July rst will 
occupy a large two-story building at the new location. 

A new company will be incorporated for the manufacture of packers’ 
cans, and it is intended to manufacture other sheet metal packages. ‘The 
stockholders of the new company will be principally those interested in 
canning and preserving enterprises. 

The equipment of the can company will be entirely new and modern, 
and superior to any machinery used before the development of the Utica 
Industrial Company's line. It is not intended to manufacture cans for 
1905 business, but to have this plant installed ad ready for a large business 
in 1906. 

The buildings now available are appropriate and sufficient for a plant 
manufacturing one-half million cans daily, with storage room for fifteen 
million cans. There is ample room for unlimited expansion. The site is 
ideal for the business, and there is no better location for a manufactory 
of fruit cans than Rome. The canners between Utica and Syracuse, 
including those north and south of the New York Central lines, are now 
using about fifty million cans annually, and in the balance of the State 
about one hundred and fifty million are used. The new company will 
undoubtedly secure a large part of the business. 


Grant, Mich—The Grant Canning Company, a co-operative concern, 
is unable to meet its obligations, a report from there says, and proceedings 
have been begun to foreclose a $1,500 mortgage on the plant.

Jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 


This week the pea market for 1905 pack opens in earnest, but buyers 
are not showing much eagerness. So far as the Baltimore packers have 
quoted prices they compare favorably with 1904, from the buyer’s point 
of view. Future corn is showing few signs of life. It is said that 
Maryland stocks of desirable corn are working low and that the tone 
of the market on these grades is growing firmer. ‘Tomatoes are quiet. 
The former steadiness of tone continues, Futures are unchanged. Sal- 
mon is quiet. Advices from Astoria, Ore., state that salmon fishing 
continues very poor on the Columbia River. A prominent canneryman 
says that the river is full of seal-lions, which have killed more salmon 
than were propagated. The market for domestic sardines has been 
unsettled, but the packers have ceased cutting prices and have agreed 
to sell on the basis of $2.30 for 4% oils f. 0. b. factory and $2.40 for futures. 
The market for canned fruits is generally quiet. California pears and 
cherries attract some attention, owing to the reports of crop failure. 
As the supply is limited the market is firm. Gallon apples are quiet. 
Strawberries at Baltimore are being packed at following prices: No. 2 
standards, 60¢ per dozen: No. 2 preserved, $1.00 per dozen; No. 2 fancy 
preserved, $1.25 per dozen; No. 1 tancy preserved, 75¢ per dozen, ‘The 
Georgia peach crop promises to be about three weeks earlier than usual, 
The new pack pineapples at Baltimore is held at $1.25 per dozen 2-lb. 
standard grated syrup; quality is good.—Mrchants Review. 


Chicago. 

There is an improved feeling in the canned tomato market. Some 
packers have made slight advances in their prices. The demand is good. 
Corn is unchanged in price, and is going freely into consumption. Peas, 
spot, are selling well to consumers. Peas are being packed now in Mary- 
land. Indiana canners will begin shortly on this vegetable. String beans 


and limas are in fair demand at steady prices. All other canned vege- 
tables are steady to firm. Canned apples are selling better. There is no 
change in price to be reported. Peaches are wanted, and are held at 
firm prices, owing to stocks being small. Canners in California haven't 
as yet named prices on 1905 pack of canned fruits. Salmon continues 
very firm, both for’ spot and future goods, as reports from the Pacific 
Coast continue to note small catches. Sardines are unsteady, though the 
demand for this fish is good. Other canned fish are firm.—Grocers 
Criterion, 


Philadelphia. 


Spot tomatoes are undeniably firmer and stock at 65¢ is hard to find. 
The market may advance 2%¢, and possibly more; it largely depends on 
the weather. Future tomatoes are very strong and the trade seem more 
interested. There is now nothing about for less than 65¢ f. 0, b. Spot 
corn is unchanged and in fair movement. There is no pressure to sell, 
however. The bulk of the unsold surplus of cheap corn is in strong 
hands. Future corn is unchanged and dull. Out-of-town business, how- 
ever, is said to be good. New Baltimore peas are still offered for prompt 
shipment for 7o¢, but country packers are offered the same grade 
(standard early Junes) at 714¢ to 10€ less. There is some business doing 
in the latter. From second hands some California peaches are moving, 
but there is very litthe demand for Eastern peaches. ‘The general line of 
Baltimore and California canned goods is unchanged.—Grocery World.

There is a good deal of gossip this week among the trade as to the 
opening price of 1905 pack salmon. It is generally understood that the 
price will be lower than last season, and one or two quotations have 
already been named on red sockeyes, viz., $4.50, as compared with $5.35 
a year ago. The new price on haddies will be considerably higher than 
last year, and some will unquestionably be sold as high as $4.50 or $4.60. 
An increased demand is noted in canned meats owing to the approach 
of the picnicking season. —Canadian Grocer. 

London, England. 


Salmon,—There has not been quite so much doing this week, but 
Alaska remains unchanged. In British Columbia ™%-lb. flats are exceed- 
ingly difficult to obtain on the spot, and are very firmly held. ‘Valls, on 
the other hand, however, are, if anything, a little easier. 

Lobsters continue to arrive in small quantities, and the few lots 
of fine “%-lb. flats coming to hand are readily disposed of at full rates. 
The “St. John City” has brought 2,005 cases, and the “Lancastrian” 500 
cases. 

Sardines.—There has not been a great deal of business doing this 
week, but prices continue very firm. Reports of the fishing are of an 
unsatisfactory character. In Portugal the fish are still running very large, 
whilst in France the few fish running as reported last week have become 
still fewer. Recent arrivals include the “Montanes” with 1,558 cases, the 
“Iberia” with 2,344 cases, and the “Navarre,” the last named to Liverpool, 
with 572 cases. 

Meats—The demand has shown a falling off this week, and the 
market has been quiet, but there is no change to record in values. 

Fruits —There is a better tone in this market, and the demand has 
improved, and higher prices are asked on the spot, particularly for pears, 
the crop of which, according to reports received (as announced in last 
Saturday's Grocers’ Gazette), will, it is feared, be short. Apricots, from 
advices received, will be a good crop, There is an improved demand 
for pines forward, but on the spot business this week has heen rather 
slow, atlhough there is no change to record in prices. 


Liverpool, England.-: 
Salmon.—The inquiry from the country for all grades continues good, 
Half-pounds are becoming scarce, but one-pound talls of best quality 
are more inquired for. Alaska talls are also in request.

Lobsters.—New half-pounds are commanding good prices. 

Fruits—There is more inquiry for all kinds. The advance in pears 
continues, and, judging from the new season’s crop news, it looks as if 
limits will get up considerably yet. Regarding apricots, the comparatively 
low prices that are being asked for these have helped the demand very 
much, and consumption seems to be increasing. Pineapples have an 
upward tendency.

STUDY YOUR B BUSINESS. 


Scarcely ever in the history of the canned goods industry 
has there been a season with so many demands or should have 
the careful study of the canned goods packer as the present one. 
It may be said to be essential to the success of any factory to 
carefully study ahead the conditions that are governing the 
pack of this year. Of course it is understood that all packers 
are compelled by the nature of their business to look far ahead. 
We made this remark especially with regard to this season. 

In the first place the past two years have been preparing the 
present unhealthy conditions of canned goods values. First there 
was an abnormal advance on tomatoes, and an equally abnormal 
increase in the number of irresponsible packers over the country ; 
the result being the following year an output of tomatoes that 
was based entirely upon the question of producing quanttty in the 
number of cans. Among the multitude of new packers so called 
that came into the field at that time there seemed to be only two 
rules governing the packing. The first was to get tomatoes into 
cans at cheap prices, and rush them into market at the high 
figures holding: secondly to cook them long enough and severely 
enough to make them keep. 

Unfortunately the wave of advance in value swept over 
them at that time, passed a large part of the excess out of the 
hands of the first producers, and they 
breaking the price the following year—1g03. 

The worst part of the situation was that they 


served the purpose of 


were poor 
tomatoes, whether standards or seconds, but the abominable 
practice of putting buyers’ labels upon these goods allowed them 
to rush out onto the market as first-class goods. And their in- 
feriority being accompanied by excess of quantity, the trend 
was steadily downward. This prevented a return of value in 
the new goods of 1904, and although the pack that year was 
greatly lessened the carry over especially in the hands of the 
old packers was heavy enough to swamp the market up to date. 

Realizing the debilitated condition of the article the great 
buyers have resolved this year to let the market cure itself with- 
out their help, which means that the buying season will be in 
the packing season only, for spot goods only, and therefore on 
a basic price of cost. 

That is the situation in tomtaoes at present. Now in all 
probability, and it must be understood we ask no one to depend 


upon probabilities, we are going to hin a season of nile a 
peculiar nature that the crop of tomatoes this summer will be 
materially lessened by the weather conditions. And this comnig 
upon a very much reduced acreage forms the second important 
consideration in the question. The reduced acreage is only be- 
cause the farmer or planter could not get cost out of his product. 

‘Meantime the extremely low price of tomatoes has been the 
cause of an immense consumption of this article. The two year 
old carry-over of 1903 is about cleaned up or neariy so; much off 
it has passed out as seconds goods in fact though not in labels, 
and the Pure Food doctors can lay no finger on them because 
they are real, unadulterated poor goods. On account of this flood 
of common stufi having informed the staple packers of the evil 
(fiects whilst cheap and plentiful, the packing of tomatoes this 
summer will be of a very much higher order than we have had 
for some time. Lut we doubt very much if the packer will get 
his price for them. 

Now to consider the last point in regard to tomatoes with 
respect to this season. The first of October will find no volume 
of pack for this year on hand; the carry-over of two years ago 
will have disappeared, and there will be a real scarcity in canned 
tomatoes; and if we should have a frost in the latter part of 
September, it would result in almost a famine of tomatoes before 
the opening of next year. If the tomato packer takes this per- 
spective he will see that in this one line there is much food for 
study in regard to his own business and interest. But one of 
the troubles may be that it will tend to reproduce next year the 
evils of a few years ago. 

dut tomatoes are not the only staple article of canned goods 
that seem to have gotten into a peculiar rut. Some ten or twelve 
years ago corn suffered from overpacking; also from the fact 
that bleached corn that had been put out by a few packers was 
Lringing better prices because of its appearance than other corn, 
there was a mad rush made by the majority of packers to bleach 
their corn; with the natural result that they over did it and ruined 
much that they sought to improve, 

A number of serious evils devloped in respect to bleached 
corn. An unjustifiable crusade was raised against -it and the 
second evil was even worse than the first. It will be remembered 
that for a year or two corn got a black eye from having developed 
black spots in the cans, due to the bleacher, and it lost cast so fast 
with buyers that the price declined rapidly till it got down to 
figures that would not pay first cost. It took more than two 
seasons to cure this trouble, but in turn the cure was almost too 
radical and canned corn was cleaned up to an unprecedented 
extent. Then commenced the phenomenal rise of last year so 
that there was not only a demand for corn direct to the packers, 
but the low prices of tomatoes caused many factories to turn to 
corn in larger quantities than they otherwise would have done. 
The ill effects of this development are evident in the prices of 
canned corn for 1905, but there is more faith in it to-day than 
there is in tomatoes. 

We have in the past recently called attention to the fact 
that this should be a good fruit year for the benefit of the packer, 
as corn and tomatoes, as are also peas, were in tlhe very poorest 
aspect of values. But the fruit crop is one of the poorest the 
country has known and the canned goods packers will get but 
little show at it. 

It is therefore distinctly in order for the solid canned goods 
packer to look ahead and see what is the best thing for him to 
do. Editorial opinion on this subject is not thankfully received, 
at least if the diagnosis and advice prove correct and successful, 
the editor gets no thanks whereas if he should make a mistake 
he gets damned for all it is worth. 

Our own opinion however is that self-interest and sur- 
rounding circumstances make it almost necessary for the canned 
goods packer to put up a moderate supply of both tomatoes and 
corn. Not to try to push them onto the market but to hold them 
until October or November, when we believe he will get a good 
return for his investment. Again we say, study your business,

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CALIFORNIA LETTER. 
San Francisco, CAu., June 2, 1905. 
Editor THE TRADE: 

Not for some years have local stocks been quite as depleted as they 
are at the present time. Short stocks in both first and second hands in 
almost every variety of fruit is the rule, and in most cases the usual 
holders are completely out of stock with which to supply their trade. 
New pack goods are certainly woefully needed to supply the shortage. 
Prices on new goods are yet to be quoted and some say it will be a couple 
of weeks before the packers will announce how much money they will 
want for their various lines. 

Pears appear to have stirred up more excitement than any other fruit 
grown here. In their anxiety to get good canning stock, some packers 
have paid as high as $70.00 per ton, if certain reliable sources of informa- 
tion are to be credited with veracious statements. Some parties concerned 
are more conservative in their ideas, putting forth the statement that there 
will be plenty of pears for canning purposes because the proportion of the 
crop used by canners is small and a light crop will make no material 
difference. It is reported by a local publication that extra standard pears 


have recently changed hands on a basis of $1.75 per dozen. If the present 
high price of pears continue, extra standard goods will be worth all of 
$2.00 per dozen, Cherries are now being packed, but, as previously reported; 


the quantity put up will be small, Royal Annes are bringing 12¢ per 
pound for choice canning stock, which increases the cost to something 
like 64¢ per dozen over that of last year, so packers are not very enthu- 
siastic about cherries. There is no change to report in the peach situation; 
onyl a fair yield now showing itself on the trees. Plums and nectarines 
are both light. It is expected that apricots, in view of the heavy crop and 
existing lower prices for same, will open lower in price than last year, 
peaches about the same, and pears materially higher. Quite a few new 
canneries commenced operations this season, which may have some slight 
effect on prices, but most of them will undoubtedly follow the lead of the 
California Fruit Canners’ Association price, possibly making some slight 
concession on account of not being well known. 

With the vegetable packers the situation appears to be little changed. 
They continue to send out statements that their pack is very disappointing 
to them thus far and that it is probable that their deliveries will not 
exceed 60 per cent. of their orders. The pea packers are hard at work, 
but will be still busier from now on. Tomatoes are moving freely, but 
no future prices have yet been issued.

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A local daily newspaper has just published a crop report received 
from its correspondents located at various points in the State.- Portions 
of it are of interest to readers of THe TRaApveE, so I quote verbatim: 

“Peaches are grown commercially in almost all parts of California 
where any fruit is raised, but the greatest center of production is the 
Sacramento Valley. In that section, and in the great shipping counties 
of Placer and Solano, medium or full crops are generally reported. The 
fact seems to be that late varieties, with the possible exception of clings, 
which are reported poor in some counties, are much better than the early 
varieties. ‘Taking the State together and considering all varieties, there 
will be a very fair crop of peaches. Pears will be a very poor crop, and 
where there is fruit there is an almost universal complaint of scab, which 
seems to be worse than ever before. 

“By ‘shipping’ plums are meant the varieties which are not dried. There 
are a great many varieties, and some are bearing well and others not, 
but the most important shipping counties report good crops. ‘Taking the 
State together the crop must be called light. It has been known for 
some time that the prune crop is very light, and the detailed reports show 
the poorest yields in the largest producing centers, This is not con- 
sidered an unmixed evil by prune growers, as it will result in a complete 
clean-up and give an opportunity to place the industry on a better basis. 
At recent prices the fewer prunes produced the better for growers. This 
year’s crop will doubtless be of excellent quality. 

“There was a great deal of damage done by late frosts in vineyards 
on low land in several parts of the State, the upper San Joaquin Valley 
suffering most. Otherwise all correspondents who report on grapes, 
whether of wine, table or raisin varieties, mark them ‘heavy,’ ‘full’ or 
‘medium’—the majority ‘full.’ 

“Olives are blooming heavily. Judgment as to the olive crop, however, 
must be suspended for some time. 

The almond crop will be a pretty good one, the important producing 
counties of Contra Costa, Yolo, Solano and San Joaquin reporting well 
above the average. The commercial apple crop will be a good one, although 
full flowers are reported light by some correspondents. The reports from 
the Pajaro Valley indicate a large crop of pippins, and the southern apple 
district of St. Julian and Lompoc report good prospects, as do those of 
Humboldt County and the north generally. 

“Apricots will be our best fruit crop this year, and with the exception 
of Moorparks, which, by reason of their shy bearing, are seldom planted 
outside of Santa Clara County, are reported as promising great“crops.” 
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to some observers than to others, for, if we are to believe the above 
report, peaches are in very fair supply in this State, instead of rather 
short. Your correspondent is inclined to side with the pessimists in this 
particular regard and to join in the general prognostication that peaches 
in California will not be very numerous this season.

CORFP.ESPONDENCE. 


BALTIMORE, June 3, 1905. 

There is good buying of all sizes of tomatoes. We are having an 
excellent inquiry for gallons at $1.65 per dozen, and orders are coming 
in steadily for No. 2 standards. We have about cleaned up everything 
in Baltimore at 52%¢ per dozen, less 14%, but we still have a few in the 
county at his figure. No new tomatoes will be ready for shipment, in all 
probability before early August, The market on No, 3's is in compara- 
tively satisfactory condition. There is a good demand at 62%¢ per dozen, 
We are not having any difficulty in getting this price for good standard 
quality. It looks as though the market is gradually getting into the same 
shape at 6214¢, in which it was recently at 60¢, viz., really good standards 
at 624%¢ per dozen are not particularly plentiful. 

There has been more life in the market on future tomatoes during 
the past few weeks. Buyers are beginning to take some interest in these 
goods. At 65¢ less 14%, f. 0. b. county, we can book orders for a limited 
quantity No. 3 standard tomatoes, 1905 packing; most packers, however, 
are asking more money. 

Peas—The pea season here is now in full blast, and it seems safe to 
say that he quantity of the finer grades of peas packed will be small. 
Most packers have named prices, and the market as usual has a wide 
range, and is about as follows: 


No. 2 Standard Early’ Junes......... $ .65 to .70 per dozen. 
No. 2 Sifted Early Junes............ 85 to 1.00 per dozen. 
No, 2° Extra Fancy Sifted. 1.25 to 1.40 per dozen. 


The outside prices, of course, represent peas packed by a few larger 
packers whose reputation and quality enable them to dispose of a large 
quantity of their better grades of peas at very nearly their own prices.

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The inside prices represent peas packed by a number of other houses, 
the quality of whose peas, however, is excellent. 

There is no question but what pea packing in Baltimore is being 
curtailed considerably, There has not been much incentive for packing 
and most packers are working along very conservative lines. We believe 
the same conditions which will result in cutting down the pea market 
in Baltimore will operate in a similar manner in other sections. 

So far very few second peas have been packed. If there is a change 
in the weather and we have some good hot days, there will probably be 
some seconds packed in the near future. 

Small Fruits—Packers are working on strawberries, gooseberries, 
and red and white cherries. Indications seem to favor a light pack of 
gooseberries and red cherries, and there has only been a fair pack of 
strawberries. We call your especial attention to our prices on fancy pre- 
served strawberries No. 1 and No. 2 at 75¢ and $1.20 per dozen. 

Pineapples.—The season is progressing satisfactorily. The demand 
is fairly good. There is no reason to believe that our experience this year 
will be any different from last year, viz., supply insufficient to meet the 
demand, 

Oysters.—We are having a good demand for oysters, and are quoting 
5 and 10-0z., in tall cans, at 774%4¢ and $1.50 per dozen. We believe the 
Southern packers are about cleaned out of tall-can oysters, so that these 
goods f, 0. b. Baltimore look attractive. We have some strictly Chesa- 
peake Bay 5 and 10-07. oysters, handsome wrapper labels, which we can 
offer at 85¢ and $1.55 per dozen, regular f. o. b. Baltimore. 

Corn.—While there is not much snap in the present market, there is 
some demand all the time. 

Sweet Potatoes.—There is a decidedly good inquiry for future No. 3 
standard sweet potatoes at 70¢ per dozen, less 142%, f. 0. b. Peninsula. 
Spot sweet potatoes are very nearly cleaned up in Baltimore. We have a 
limited quanitity at 75¢ per dozen.

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Georgia’s Peach Crop. 


(Special to Fruit Trade Journal.) 
Fort VAtiey, Ga., May 31, 1905. 

Having been here a few days looking over the. situation in my own 
and neighboring orchards and talking with orchardists and crate and 
hasket makers, | feel that I am in a position to make a fair estimate of the 
season's peach crop in this immediate section. 

The season has been a very wet one thus far, and all the trees 
show very Juxuriant growth, from one to three feet of new wood on young 
trees, and six inches to a foot on old trees, and a very heavy cloak of 
green foliage everywhere, so much so as to hide much of the fruit and 
make it somewhat difficult co estimate the crop. 

In my own orchards, Waddell, Hiley and Belles are overloaded, and 
have had to be severely thinned. Carman have all the way from one- 
quarter to nearly a full crop on some trees, while the older Elberta trees 
have searcely one-quarter of a crop over the entire orchard, while the 
four and five-year-old trees are carrying a full crop; so that the total 
output of the orchard promises to be something between 125 and 150 
car-loads, as against 209 car-loads last season. 

The season appears to be a few days later than last year, but about 
the average; so that Greenshoro will begin shipping about June toth, 
Waddell and Carman June 20th; Hiley July ist; Belle July 8th, and 
Elberta July roth to 12th. Elbertas, being rather shy, promise to be of extra 
large size, and of course willecome with a rush, so that the season is sure 
to close by July 20th. So it is safe to estimate that the main peach season 
this section of Georgia will be June 20th to July 20th, 

Fruit is very clean and free from curculio stings, and from present 
indications all varieties will average extra large this year, and this fact 
miay increase the yield over the present estimates, which, however, T am 
inclined to think have heen too high. 

Several estimates T have seen give Fort Vallley 700 to 750 cars, and 
Marshallville 350 to 400 cars. My present judgment is that 700 cars 
from both stations is more likely to be the final output (or just about 
one-half of last season's crop); and from the best information IT can 
THE TRADE——3 
obtain, | am led to believe that the entire State at large will have about 
as many more; so that not far from 1,500 car-loads will he the total of 
the Georgia peach crop for 1905, 

The season has been so wet thus far that chances favor a dry season 
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for harvesting, so that there should be no loss from bad weather, and 
should some of the fruit be extra sized, as now promised, the final output 
might be somewhat more than my estimate; but I am quite confident that 
it will not reach 2,000 car-loads under the most favorable conditions, 
though I note many estimates place the crop at 3,000 cars. 

There has been considerable buying of small orchards either at a lump 
price on trees or at crate prices. In either case the prices range about 
50 per cent. higher than last year, and from the present attitude of both 
growers and dealers, there promises to be a great deal of f, 0, b. buying 
here this year, and this tendency is so strong that I am rather inclined 
to dispose of most of my fruit that way this season, rather than consign 
all, as has been my policy in all previous years. The extra high grade 
crop this year ought to be a fine one for either the grower or dealey 
to speculate on, and | may find myself in both camps before the season 
is far advanced. 

In speaking of the Connecticut crop last week, you made me say 
that the crop of the State would be 80,000 baskets, when the facts are that 
is just what I am expecting from my own orchards and as every other 
orchard in the State is as fully loaded as my own, my 80,000 baskets 
will be but a small part of the entire output of the State. 

The weather is extremely hot here just now, but just what is needed 
for the fruit; so all are happy.
